THE SUBPENA says Cris- 
man “has ' been _ engaged in 
undercover activity for a part 
of the industrial warfare com- 
plex for years,” and uses as 
a cover the role of a ^minister . 
working, with Gypsies. 

Assistant DA James L. Al- 
cock said Crisman has made 
T many trips to New Orleans 
and Dallas in connection with 
undercover: work for manu- 
facturers of military hard- 
ware. 

He said Crisman is a for- 
mer employee of the Boeing ■ 
Co. -. . ' ' . ' 

“Mr. Crisman is being j 
called as a witness because • 
our office has developed evi- 
dence indicating a relation- 
i pWp on his part to persons in- 
‘volved in the assassination of 
President John F. Kennedy,’
